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REMARKS 


This communication is responsive to the Office Action dated January 27, 2010 and 


received in this application. Claims 17, 20 and 23 have been cancelled without prejudice or 
disclaimer. Claims 15, 18 and 21 have been amended to respectively incorporate the features 
previously recited in dependent claims 17, 20 and 23, with clarification that the temporary mail 
message file is transmitted "as the restored electronic mail message". These amendments add no 
new matter. Applicant respectfully requests early and favorable action regarding the pending 
claims.
